The other cause is the average per­ 
son's ability and willingness to cope 
with the tax forms. 


So great is this reluctance to come to 
grips with the paperwork that Con­ 
sum ers Reports, the Consumers Union 
monthly magazine, estimates at least 
half of those 80 million people will ask 
somebody else to take on the job and 
that possibly the figure could jump to 
70 per cent. In the process they will, 
according to the magazine, spend $1 
billion for this outside expertise. 


Just how tood is the expertise? 
Consumers Reports rates it in this 
descending scale: No. 
1, certified 
public 
accountants 
and 
lawyers 
specializing in tax matters; No. 2, the 
IRS’s Taxpayer Service Division (the 
free assistance at the field offices); 
No. 3, national tax services such as 
H&R Block; and No. 4, the strictly 
local store front operator who is 
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moonlighting from some other es­ 
tablished employment. 


Costwise, the magazine’s rating goes 
this way: highest, the CPA or tax 
lawyer; next, the national and local 
operator in something of a dead heat; 
and cheapest of all, the IRS's freebie. 


How 
the 
magazine 
reached 
its 
reliability conclusion as between the 
IRS 
and 
the 
national 
service 
is 
something of a mystery. 
A 
1976 
inhouse check by the IRS of its field 
offices disclosed a 72 per cent error 
allowance in the returns computed by 
their personnel. 


When two parties go to court over a 
civil suit, a defense normally available 
is that one or both acted on advice of 
an attorney. 


Not so. though, when Uncle Sam 
disputes 
a 
tax 
return. 
Whether 
prepared by the highest priced CPA in 
the land or the IRS Service Division, 
the taxpayer is on his own to defend 
what went into the 1040 or 1040A. 


The legislatures in California, Idaho 
and Oregon have adopted licensing 
statutes aimed to upgrade the com­ 
mercial tax p rep a re r’s professional 
skill. 


Extending 
the 
principle 
could 
reduce the error m argin to some 
degree, but until the am biguities in 
the IRS regulations and the court 
decisions interpreting the basic tax 
statute are reduced, error will persist 
in large measure. 


More helpful than this after the fact 
approach would be a thorough hoyse 
cleaning within the basic laws cnacted 
by Congress. 


The first income tax statute adopted 
in 1913 was a brief, readable piece of 
legislation understandable to anyone 
having graduated from the eighth 
grade. 


Through the years Congress has 
caved in to all manner of lobbying 
pressures seeking preferential treat­ 
ment and to the Treasury Department 
casting about to find missing pennies. 


What should be simple long ago 
passed all understanding. 


This legalistic tangle has so den- 
sified as to cause some tax experts to 
advocate what amounts to a gross in­ 
come tax at 
rates greatly below 
today’s graduated scale. 


They forecast this simplified figur­ 
ing could bring down the highest in­ 
dividual rate from 70 per cent to 30 per 
cent, substantially free up a corpora­ 
tion’s earnings tapped by a high, flat 
ceiling of 48 per cent for investment in 
new plant and equipment and more 
jobs, and still not deprive the Treasury 
of its dollar intake. 


The approach would elim inate the 
preferences under existing law and 
probably put a chill on charitable giv­ 
ing. 


So strong in numbers and political 
clout are these vested interests it is a 
10-1 bet that Congress will never move 
too far, too fast toward clarity and 
fairness. 


The present muddle probably will be 
with the country when its Tricenten­ 
nial rolls around.

Soviet Strategy 


For Resources 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
One thin« that doesn’t bother 
intelligence strategists is that 
the Soviet Union W ill start a 
nuclear war. 


Or that the Kremlin will use 
alliances in the Middle East and 
Africa to build a string of bases 
which 
would 
threaten 
this 
country’s lifeline in case of war. 


The worry is that step by step, 
the USSR will gain influence in 
those countries which produce 
or have reserves of m aterials 
upon which the United States 
peacetim e and war economies 
are heavily dependent. 


If the men in the Kremlin are 
able to achieve this end, they 
will be able to force higher 
unemployment and inflation in 
the U.S. and shake up the 
American way of life whenever 
they choose. 


There is no way at present to 
tell whether the Soviets will 
succeed in this strategy. As in 
Egypt and a score of other 
lands, the Russians are noted, 
first, for dram atic initial suc­ 
cesses. followed by bumbling. 
Thc> average tim e between Rus­ 
sian 
successes 
and 
local 
disillusionm ent has been cal­ 
culated at 10 years, give or take 
a year or so. 


But there seem s to be no 
doubt of Russian objectives. A 
study of Soviet and Cuban ac­ 
tivity in Africa, spotted through 
11 
countries 
from 
Algeria, 
Libya. Egypt, and the Sudan in 
the North, also Guinea. Mali. 
Nigeria. Uganda and Somalia in 
Central Africa to Angola and 
Mozambique in the South, puts 
the Soviet Union in a strong 
position to influence the market 
for essential m inerals and other 
key raw m aterials on which the 
W estern industrial world is 
heavily dependent now and will 
be in the decades ahead. 


We are not concerned here 


only with the countries in which 
there is direct Soviet-Cuban in­ 
volvement. 


Take the situation in Angola 
where 
Russo-Cuban 
backed 
forces have taken over the 
government. Angola is im por­ 
tant 
for diam onds and 
pe­ 
troleum to be sure But the new 
pro-Russian leaders have an­ 
nounced plans for guerrilla 
operations in Rhodesia, rich in 
chromium tin, asbestos, copper 
and gold, and on Nam ibia, 
otherwise known as Southwest 
Africa, with diamond, copper, 
lead. zinc, vanadium , silver, 
tin. and cadm ium resources. 
Then there’s neighboring Zaire 
and 
Zambia, 
with 
cobalt, 
copper, industrial diam onds, 
bauxite, manganese and zinc. 


One top intelligence man here 
worries intensely about the 
longtime effects of Sov iet con­ 
trol over Zaire and Zambian 
cobalt and Rhodesian chrome 


Here, he says, they could 
really do us in. 


As might be expected, the 
Soviet Union has been p ar­ 
ticularly generous in m ilitary 
aid. and energetic in furnishing 
military advisers, to countries 
rich in oil and natural gas — 
Algeria. Libya and Nigeria. 


But the Soviet Union is a t­ 
tracted by more than just pe­ 
troleum There’s a great deal of 
bauxite, 
raw 
m aterial 
lor 
alum inum , in Guinea, and ti­ 
tanium ore in Sierra Leone next 
door. 


A num ber of the countries 
with which the Soviet Union has 
become involved, or their im ­ 
m ediate 
neighbors. 
have 
uranium , 
m anganese, 
tin. 
copper, zinc and appreciable 
resources of less well known but 
essential raw materials. 


As noted above, the Russians 
have not won this battle for 
resources and may never do so.

Mao, Franco 


When Mao Tse-tung, now 82, 
dies it will be highly instructive 
to note the tone taken toward 
him by the W estern press. We 
will thereupon have an oppor­ 
tunity to com pare the media 
treatm ent of Mao with that 
recently accorded, for example. 
General Franco. 


I myself assem bled a small 
file of news stories and edi­ 
torials written after the deaths 
of Franco and Chou En-lai, and 
they prov ide a rem arkable con­ 
trast. 


Franco gets very stern treat­ 
ment: “ fn those years during 
and after the t iv ll V\ ar. General 
Franco tiirn(>d Spain into a to­ 
talitarian dictatorship of the 
right as ingrown and intolerant 
as the most rigid Communist 
dictatorships of the left... In the 
recent 
upsurges 
of 
urban 
guerrilla violence and Basque 
separatist 
terror. 
General 
Franco fell back on the only 
response* he knew — increased 
repression." 


The substance of these asser­ 
tions could of course be ques­ 
tioned But I am interested in 
overall tone. Quite clearly, the 
tone of that editorial indicates. 
Franco should be the object of 
every right-thinking person s 
scorn 


Ah, but now let us attend to 
the music of the prose requiem 
editorially extended to Chou 
En-lai by the very same Times: 


"Chou Dn-lai was one of the 
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“I don’t have any attitudes of my very own. The 
media has shaped all of my attitudes!” 


more far-sighted statesm en ol 
the twentieth century. If the 
acute stage of the* Cold War 
from the late 1940s to the 
mid-1960s is now but a memory, 
it is in part because of the role 
this 
great 
Chinese 
leader 
played... The kind of Com­ 
munism 
they 
developed 
in 
China — at enorm ous cost m 
human 
lives 
and 
personal 
liberty — was the product both 
of China’s deep poverty and of 
the 
lessons 
Chou 
and 
his 
com rades learned during the 
long struggle from the tim e 
Chiang Kai-shek alm ost des­ 
troyed them m the 1920s to their 
conquest of mainland China in 
1949.” 


Reading those passages, you 
know which of the two you are 
supposed to adm ire, which con­ 
demn — though Chinese Com­ 
m unism is certainly, beyond 
any possibility of argum ent, a 
more 
thoroughgoing 
totali­ 
tarianism 
than 
anything 
imagined by Franco. 


Some 
norm ally 
judicious 
commentators actually became 
swept up in a sentimental affla­ 
tus upon Chou’s death. Take one 
more item from my file, 
column 
by 
the customarily 
shrewd Max Lerner. “ Chou Fil­ 
ial’s death removes a giant 
figure from the world scene, 
and impoverishes every people, 
because while he was a Marxist 
revolutionary 
he 
was 
also 
basically a m oderate and a 
realist . . . I don’t doubt that, 
years from now, the historians 
will rem em ber Mao and begin 
to 
forget 
Chou 
It 
is 
the 
difference between an initiator 
and dream er and the man who 
makes the dream possible and 
keeps 
it 
from 
being 
des­ 
troyed...” 


But what about the content of 
the dream that dream er was 
dream ing? The startling thing 
here is that Mr Lerner tacitly 
puts aside his own com m it­ 
ments to freedom and self- 
government, as if it would be a 
form of bad m anners to refer to 
them when w riting about a 
Communist "realist.” 


Well, the big dream er him ­ 
self. Mai Tse-tung. will make 
Ins departure, and my rile will 
grow. Indeed, Mr Jam es Ri s­ 
ton not long ago set the toe by 
referring to the aging despot as 
a “ saint.”

Reviews Changes In Home Sewing 


MEADVILLE, Pa. (AP) - 
Home sewing isn't what it used 
to be. 


In less than 12 years, new 
products and time-saving sew­ 
ing techniques have been in­ 
troduced to the home sewer, 
who also isn't what she used to 
l)e. 


‘‘The 
woman 
who 
sews 
today,” says Belle Rivers, vice 
president, consumer affairs, for 
a 
leading 
sewing 
notions 
manufacturer, “ is interested in 
sowing as a creative activity 
ar$ an economic consideration. 
\nd as she strives to in­ 
dividualize her looks, she is 
willing to spend more money in 
fabrics and sewing notions.” 


Be. ■ause of these trends. Mrs. 
Rivers feels more home sewers 
need to become conscientious 
(onsumerists They must start 
evaluating products, fabrics 
and sewing techniques so they 
receive top value for their sew­ 
ing dollar and time. 


For example, sewing cotton 
pajamas for children as opposed 
to purchasing them may not be 
the wisest use of one’s sewing 
dollars, she says. Always con­ 
sider how much you really save 
by making the home sewn gar­ 
ment. 


Mrs. Rivers was a consumer 
advocate in the home sewing 
industry long before “ con­ 
sumerism” became a public 
watchword. In the early ‘60s. 
she initiated a panel that has 
grown to 900 women who review 
the company’s zipper and sew­ 
ing notions products and test 
sewing techniques. 


Before beginning a sewing 
project. Mrs. Rivers suggests, 
ask yourself these questions: 


Is it a wise use of time? 
Decide if the time and effort you 
will put into the garment merit 
the end result. Realize you will 
probably spend as much time 
creating a $10 dress as you 
would a $50 one. Ask yourself 
which dress is more worth your 
time. 


How much fabric do I need.' 
Carefully check fabric informa­ 
tion listed on the pattern. Be 
sure to save extra yardage, es­ 
pecially 
when 
sewing 
for 
children. That way, if hems or 
pants 
legs 
not'd 
to 
be 
lengthened, you can do it easily 
and professionally. 


Which thread is the best buy? 
The label answers that question. 
Companies who put their name 
on a thread do so only after it 
has passed rigid quality control 


tests. Labels also tell you if the 
thread is compatible with your 
fabric. An all-polyester thread 
is the economical buy, because 
it can be used for practically 
every sewing need and on both 
natural and synthetic fabrics. 


Will any zipper do? Never buy 
a zipper that is too short, just to 
save a dinie. You will end up 
with a space where the zipper 
ends and material begins. Con­ 
sider an all-polyester zipper 
that doesn’t need to be pre­ 
shrunk, no matter what fabric 
you apply it to. And remember, 
if the zipper and zipper tape are 
sewn out of sight, as with a 
lapped application, you don’t 
have to match the zipper color 
with your fabric shade. 


Will the finishing touches 
last? Appliques that accent 
children’s clothing get a lot of 
wear and laundering. A good 
way to keep those patches on, no 
matter what, is to stitch them in 
place. 


Do I want premium aids? No­ 
tions are priced in relation to 
their quality. If you are sewing 
a garment that has a one-oc­ 
casion life span, it is not neces­ 
sary to select premium aids 
(name brand threads, packaged 
zippers, etc.). But if you are 


creating an expensive dress or 
one that you will wear often, 
select the best aids for top per­ 
formance and a professional 
touch. 


Can I buy shortcuts? Select 
sewing aids that save time no 
matter what you are creating. 
For example, a stick and stitch 
basting tape eliminates time 
consuming pinning, pinholes in 
ultra-suede material and makes 
aliening stripes and plaids fast 
and easy. 


Will the fabric dull aids? The 
new synthetic fabrics sport 
finishes that can dull shears and 
needles, slow down your sewing 
and hamper the product perfor­ 
mance. Use the new ballpoint 
needles for both machine and 
hand sewing; and a lightweight 
shears that has high carbon, 
polished stainless steel bow­ 
shaped blades and a peened 
screw instead of a rivet to en­ 
sure a full cut each time. 


Am I ready to sew? lie cau­ 
tious with your purchases. Wash 
your fabric before you start 
sewing to eliminate hidden 
shrinkage. If you feel you must 
pre-shrink a zipper, don’t throw 
it into the washing machine; 
just hold it under a running tap 
of hot water for a minute.

But Tom Keats began sewing 
in order to understand the 
complaints of his customers. He 
went on to develop his own cus­ 
tom-designed 
wardrobe 
of 
slacks. 
* As the sales manager and 
buyer 
for 
the 
yard 
goods 
division of Montgomery Ward, 
Tom was the target of consumer 
complaints from all the local 
stores He said that they fussed 
about the polyester doubleknits, 
they 
complained 
because 
stitihes skipped and sewing 
machines 
jammed, 
because 
threads 
broke 
and 
needles 
dulled. 


What was worse, they blamed 
their woes on the company’s 
fabrics, which Tom had select­ 
ed. 


To understand their problems 
Tom bought himself a modest 
fxirtable zigzag sewing machine 
and took home some swatches of 
the troublesome fabric. 


He quickly discovered that the 
customers were right — that the 
less 
expensive 
polyester 
doubleknits 
leave 
a 
fuzzy 
residue 
that 
will 
jam 
the 
machine. He advised his cus­ 
tomers to dean their machines

frequently, to use ballpoint 
needles 
and 
a 
compatible 
polyester thread, to test stitch 
for the correct tension setting. 
Complaints dropped off sharply. 
And Tom began to appreciate 
natural fibers such as wool, 
linen and cotton “They can be 
mixed with a little polyester for 
better performance,” he says, 
“ but no more hundred per cent 
polyester for me!” 


Having* learned to handle 
fabrics. Tom went on to make 
slacks for himself. A designing 
friend showed him the value of a 
sloper — a corrected pattern 
traced off onto durable card- 


board so it can be used many 
times and he began using mass 
production techniques on his 
slacks, cutting out a half-dozen 
at a time. 


Tom’s slacks have a lot of 
style. Among the fine points are 
a hidden back waistband pocket 
which he devised, side seam 
pockets, belt loops and no cuffs. 
He likes l)est to sew with fine 
wools. 


Tom’s attractive wife. Crys­ 
tal. also works with Wards as a 
junior sportswear buyer. They 
are 
busy 
remodeling 
their 
brownstone in a gracious sec­ 
tion of Brooklyn, New York, 


where they live with their 
daughter Christie, 13, and their 
sons Kent, 8. and Tom, 1. Crys­ 
tal has solved the working-Mom 
problem by putting her mother- 
in-law on salary to care for the 
youngsters while she works. 


Both Tom and Crystal are of a 
relatively rare species, native 
New Yorkers. They love the 
city, the excitement and the 
success it has brought them. 
Tom is no longer in the piece 
goods section — he has been 
promoted to manager of another 
division —but he still enjoys 
stitching up his slacks, in his 
spare time.

Patients with 
evidence of severe myocardlal 
(heart muscle) damage should ' 
never drink alcohol. 


They say:

tery disease should limit their 
intake of alcohol to H4 ounces of 
90 proof,whiskey a day.

Can you tell me if alcohol is 
good for a person who has had a 
heart attack, or can it be 
dangerous?

Dear Mrs. McN.: 


For years, alcohol was con­ 
sidered to be beneficial in some 
types of heart disease. It was 
thought to be stimulating. 


Today, experimental studies 
on animals have shown that this 
idea is not entirely valid. 


It seems that definite changes 
in the heart have resulted from 
the overuse of alcohol. 


A recent report in the Journal 
of the American Medical As­ 
sociation 
showed 
that 
“ prolonged use of alcohol can 
produce 
cardio-myopathy 
(disorder or disease of the 
heart) with congestive heart 
failure.” 


In addition, there are other, 
highly technical, unfavorable 
reactions in the heart muscle. 


The authors of this article ad­ 
vise physicians to be careful 
when allowing cardiac patients 
to ingest alcohol. Patients with 
evidence of severe myocardial 
(heart muscle) damage should 
never drink alcohol. 


They say: 
"Patients with coronary ar­ 
tery disease should limit their 
intake of alcohol to lVi ounces of 
90 proof whiskey a day.

Cabbage is convenient to 
prepare, well liked by many 
people, adapts to many dishes, 
stores well, is a good source of 
vitamin C and is low in calories. 
No wonder it’s so popular. 


When buying cabbage, choose 
heads that are well trimmed, 
reasonably solid and heavy for 
their size. Avoid those that show 
discoloration or any signs of 
decay. 


Cabbage is a highly stable and 
dependable source of v itamin C, 
thiamine, iron and roughage. 
Even after two months in 
modern farm storage, it retains 
three-fourths or more of its vi­ 
tamin C. The outer green leaves 
and core are richest in this im­ 
portant vitamin. Small heads 
contain more vitamin C than 
larger heads, even though large

Decatur Approves

DECATUR — The Decatur village council last night gave its 
approval to plans that call for a census-type review of housing 
conditions in the village.

The final decision at the state 
level won’t be made until Byrns 
rules on whether the state board 
actually had jurisdiction to hold 
the re-hearing and reverse its 
prior decision, which granted 
the transfer. 


“ I promise this court will 
move on this and (the case) 
should be completed in the next 
several months,” Byrns said as 
about 40 members of the Con­ 
cerned Parents and Taxpayers

The judge said he granted the 
restraining

provision that the 247 Sodus 
petitioners who took the case to

Eau Claire Asks Budget Cut Plan 


EAU CLAIRE - The Eau Claire school board last 


night instructed Dr. William Schaefer,. schools 
sujwrintendent, to draft a proposal outlining person- 
nel and •program cuts for the 1976-77 school year in- 
.volving 180,000 to 1100,000. 


Dr. Schaefer said the board would hold a special 


meeting March 22 to take final action on the 'budget- 
•trimming proposal. The board will also consider 
ashing for an increase to the present 25-mill levy at 
Ihc meeting 


In the meantime, Dr. Schaefer said he would meet 


>ith the Eau Claire Education association to draw up 
recommended staff reductions. As of now, it was too 
early for him to know how many employes stand to 
lose their jobs, he said. 


Estimates based on this year's programs and 


revenues showed the district would incur a deficit of 
$80,000 to $100,01X1 in the 1976-77 school year if no cuts 
are made. Ho said the board is aiming at a budget for 
next year at nearly the same level as this year's SI .6 
million budget. 


Dr. Schaefer noted that the district is projecting an 


enrollment next year of about 1,340 students, 27 less 
than this year. He said the pupil-teacher ratio this 
year is 19.5 to one. 
' 


He said the last .mlllagc increase was in 1969, and 


the district enrollment has increased over 30 per cent 
since then. 


In other areas, the board instructed Dr. Schaefer to 


arrange a board meeting with the engineering firm of 
Wightman and Associates, St. Joseph, to plan the 
construction-of a bus garage near the high school. 


When 
completed, 
the . garage 
will 
handle 


maintenance for the district's 18 buses which arc 
presently serviced by a private garage in Eau Claire. 
It is expected the garage will.result in'reduce'd 
maintenance costs, Dr. Schaefer said. 


The garage is to be paid for from funds left over 


from the 1971 high school bond issue, he said. Those 
funds can only be used for construction tin the high 
. school property. 


The" board extended contracts through June. 1978, 


for Jerry Greenhaw, middle school principal, and 
Charles Volin, Lybrook elementary principal. 
Salaries will be negotiated at a 'later date, Dr. 
Schaefer said.' 


A two-year contract through June, 1978. was 


awarded to John Laskaridos, high school principal, 
and that salary will be negotiated later.

(AP) — Dudley McKean got just three votes 
Monday, but it was enough to put him in office for another 
four-vear term. McKean, an accountant who had decided not to 
run again for the village board of trustees, said he was 
nonetheless surprised that he got only three write-in votes. “ I 
thought I had more friends than that,” said McKean. McKean’s 
wife, Winnie, the village clerk, was re-elected with 45 votes.

Eau Claire Asks Budget Cut Plan 


EAU CLAIRE — The Eau Claire school board last 
night instructed Dr. William Schaefer, schools 
superintendent, to draft a proposal outlining person­ 
nel and program cuts for the 1976-77 school year in­ 
volving $«0,000 to $100,000. 


Dr. Schaefer said the board would hold a special 
meeting March 22 to take final action on the budget- 
trimming proposal. The board will also consider 
asking for an increase to the present 25-mill levy at 
the meeting. 


In the meantime. Dr. Schaefer said he would meet 
with the Eau Claire Education association to draw up 
recommended staff reductions. As of now, it was too 
early for him to know how many employes stand to 
lose their jobs, he said. 


Estimates based on this year's programs and 


revenues showed the district would incur a deficit of 
$80,000 to $100,000 in the 1976-77 school year if no cuts 
are made. He said the board is aiming at a budget for 
next year at nearly the same level as this year’s $1.6 
million budget. 


Dr. Schaefer noted that the district is projecting an 
enrollment next year of about 1,340 students, 27 less 
than this year. He said the pupil-teacher ratio this 
year is 19.5 to one. 


He said the last millage increase was in 1969. and 
the district enrollment has increased over 30 per cent 
since then. 


In other areas, the board instructed Dr. Schaefer to 
arrange a board meeting w ith the engineering firm of 
Wightman and Associates, St. Joseph, to plan the 
construction of a bus garage near the high school. 


When 
completed, 
the 
garage 
will 
handle 


maintenance for the district’s 18 buses which are 
presently serviced by a private garage in Eau Claire. 
It is expected the garage will result in’ reduced 
maintenance costs. Dr. Schaefer said. 


The garage is to be paid for from funds left over 
from the 1971 high school bond issue, he said. Those 
funds can only be used for construction on the high 
school property.

‘Doomsday Is Coming^ 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The state retirement system will cost 
taxpayers $400 million this year, but a state official with a 
“doomesday” prediction says it still won’t be enough.

Monday “ doomsday is coming.” Unless the appropriations are 
increased, many state employes and public school teachers may 
never get their pensions.

India, which produces MIGs and other weapons under 
Russian license, was said to have asked Moscow's permission to 
sell spare parts to Egy pt after the Cairo government appealed to 
India for help. Intelligence sources say Moscow denied India per­ 
mission to do so.

Coyote Bounty Critic 


LANSING, Mich. (A P) — A 40-year-old bounty system on 
coyotes which costs the state about $50,(MW a year is a waste of 
money, say officials of the Michigan’s Department of Natural 
Resources. "It’s like pouring money down a rat-hole." said David 
Jenkins, chief of the DNR wildlife division. The reward for coyote 
carcasses is the last bounty remaining in the state. Jenkins 
pointed out in an interview this week. Bounties once were paid for 
slain bobcats, foxes and timber wolves, but these- were outlawed in 
the 1900s, he added. Most of Michigan’s coyotes, Jenkins said, are 
found in the Upper Peninsula, where proponents of the bounty 
argue that the animals help decimate the deer and small game 
population. But Jenkins contended that, as a predator, the coyote 
has had little impact on state game.

There’s no question that with the built-in coziness of traditional 
snowmobile garb, a woman can tolerate all kinds of inclemencies 
while in pursuit of winter fun. But it's a bulky uniform and when 
bumpy trail moguls lend urgency to nature’s beckon, a con­ 
siderable time is required for the response. 


Fortunately. . .in these matters. . .snowmobiles make a lot of 
noise, so silence up and down the trail assures the required 
solitude. But cross-country skis don’t make all that much noise. . 
.so you can imagine the rest of the story. 


The setting. . .a snowmobile parked in a little gully on the trail 
between Tahquamenon Falls State Park and the community of 
Paradise. 


The characters. . .a large woman, thoroughly engrossed, and a 
Finnish park ranger who regularly commutes on skis. 


Action. . .considerable. 
A lowering sun and thoughts of a hot coffee pot add extra thrust 
to ski poles and known downgrades are approached with great 
vigor. Thus, considerable speed had been generated before 
comprehension and the moment of truth arrived together. 


Any effort to decelerate, reverse directions or take to the woods 
offered great potential for tangled skis and prolonged proximity 
to a nervous situation.

Some southern states have been complaining about their wa­ 
terfowl seasons and bag limits being to small. 


They've even threatened to pull out of the regulating Mississippi 
Flyway Council. 


But Michigan Department (if Natural Resources waterfowl ex­ 
pert Ed Mikula is hopeful all will be resolved before the hunting 
season rolls around again next fall. 


Much of our waterfowl winters in the southern states, so many in 
Louisiana. Alabama and Missippi don't like it when the season 
ends and there are still plenty of ducks around. 


Mississippi Flyway regulations are decided on a democratic 
basis and all states get the same hunting season options. 


“ Folks in the south tend to have more exploitative type of 
philosophy than people in the north,” declares Mikula. "People in 
the north are more resource oriented and more conservative." 


Mikula says Mississippi Flyway hunting regulations must be 
more conservative than other parts of the country because of the 
high numbers of hunters. The flyway has more than 40 per cent of 
the country's shooters and accounts for more than 40 per cent of 
the harvest. 


And hunters in the south get their share. In 1975 Lousiana 
shooters took close to three million ducks while accounting for 
between 20 to 30 per cent of the total flyway harvest. 


"They have some of the highest harvests for the total number of 
ducks killed per hunter," adds Mikula while noting that Louisiana 
and Minnesota provide about half of the total kill. 


Even if the southern states pulled out of the Mississippi Flyway 
Council, they would still have to follow the unit's federal 
guidelines. Their probable hope as an independent would be to 
obtain more liberal regulations through having legislators apply 
political pressure in Washington. 


In summing up the hoped for outcome of current discussion with 
southern states, Mikula is optimistic. 


" I don't think there will be* any concessions," he says, “ just 
better dialogue and maybe a little more response to their ideas.” 


Meanwhile, the preliminary outlook for next fall's season is en­ 
couraging, with the breeding population now being higher than a 
year ago. But, of course, the success of the season will depend on 
how many ducks are raised this summer. 


The point system seems certain to remain as a method of de­ 
termining bag limits, with some minor changes. 


The 10-point ducks like blue-winged teal, green-w inged teal and 
scaup could have a 15-point value this fall. And it's quite possible 
that all areas will be open for hunting redheads and canvasbacks.

When biting an infected dog, a 
mosquito may take up blood 
containing immature stages of 
the heartworm. 


After a two-week incubation 
period in the mosquito, they 
develop into infective larvae. If 
these larvae are transmitted by 
the mosquito to another dog, 
they migrate through the body 
to the heart. There they grow to 
an adult size of six to 14 inches 
in about five to six months.

Gavin was retained by 
the city com m ission in January 


BH Mayor Again 
Accused Of Slander 


F or the second tim e this year, 
fo rm er 
Benton 
H arbor City 
Atty. 
Yvonne 
H ughes 
has 
charged M ajor C harles Joseph 
with slander and threatened to 
take legal action if she does not 
receive 
a 
retractio n 
of 
statem ents he m ade about her. 


The latest dem and for retrac­ 
tion, issued following M onday 
n ig h t's city com m ission m eet­ 
ing, 
concerned 
statem en ts 
m ade by Joseph in a new sletter 
m ailed 
to 
Benton 
H arbor 
residents last m onth. 


Included in the new sletter 
were charges that the city paid 
$54.51 
for connecting a gas 
dryer for Atty. Hughes, loaned 
her $2,000 as a down paym ent on 
house she never purchased and 
paid other bills of hers. 


In her dem and for retraction, 
Atty. H ughes states that “ it is 
my belief that (the statem ents) 
were m aliciously m ade, untrue, 
incom plete, 
m islead in g 
and 
m ade in bad faith....and in the 
context 
in which they w ere 
m ade suggest n efarious and 
crim inal conduct on my p art." 


The dem and also states that 
the 
sta te m e n ts 
w ere 
republish ed in 
part 
in The 
H erald-Palladium and asks that 
Joseph see that his retraction be 
published in this new spaper in 
addition to being distributed to 
all parties receiv ing the original 
new sletter. 


A story in the Feb. 2.'i edition 
of The H erald-P alladium con­ 
cern in g Jo sep h ’s ch arg es de­ 
tails the allegations concerning 
the $2.000 loan and the expense 
of connecting Atty. 
H ughes' 
d ry er, both of which she said 
were part of relocation expenses 
agreed to by the city. 


Atty. Hughes said at that tim e 
the loan was an advance on her 
salary and that she had been 
repaying it at the rate of MO a 


week. 


Atty. Hughes, who was fired 
as city atto rn ey by a 
com ­ 
m ission vote on Feb. 2H. said 
last night she also intends to 
p u rsu e 
a 
prev ious 
slan d er 
charge she m ade against Joseph 
in Ja n u ary concerning his s ta ­ 
tem ent that “ the Law D ep art­ 
m ent has spent $510 which has 
never been accounted for.” 


She said she has not received 
a retraction of that statem ent.

COLOMA — The Coloma school board last. nlglH voted to seek 


approval of a property tax levy at the districts annual school* 
election June 14. The board's decision came in a vote formally 
establishing the annual election date for this year. Coupled with 
the date was the provision for the millagc election.

“ BUTTER” 


Perhaps the wet head is dead today, but the women 
of ancient times didn't seem to think so. They used 
butter on their hair. 


The Greeks and Romans used butter as a medicine 
which was good for burns and other injuries to the 
skin. 


In foci, the art of butler making has been going on 
for thousands of years. The word "butter” appears 
as far back as the book of Genesis in the Scriptures. 


Hindu maidens in the 8th and 9th century B.C. had 
bridal feasts consisting of milk, honey and butter. 
One important ritual was when the bride took some 
of the butter and greased the axle of the bridal 
arriage. 


Butter is made from goats', sheep's, and buffaloes’ 
milk, as well as cows'. Also it takes about ten 
quarts of whole milk to make one pound of butter. 


The early method of butter making was to place 
milk in a leather skin bag that was swung back and 
forth to separate the fat. later on, milk was placed 
into churns which were rocked or swung. Finally 
came the dasher which was a wooden stick with a 
rounded end. The dasher was moved up and down 
In the churn until butter was formed. 


The dasher and churn method was a household 
necessity throughout the 19th century. In Orange 
County, New York in 1856, however, the first 
commercial creamery to make butter in large 
quantities was developed. Incidentally, the average 
American eats about S pounds of butter a year.

form: "Mossad" (the institute) 
for operations abroad, "Shin 
Bet" (security service for secret 
work inside Israel, "Aman" 
(military intelligence), plus a 
police special branch and a 
Foreign 
Ministry research 


division.

aboul the American CIA or the 
U.S. investigations into its ac- 
tivities, but he keeps careful 
track of them and he makes 
clear that he guarded against 
any unauthorized abuses or 
operations when he set up the 
Israeli system.

Recreation -Education 
Pact Over 1 Hurdle 


SOUTH HAVEN — Renewal of an agreement between the South 
Haven board of education and the City of South Haven to 
collaborate in a community recreation and education program 
was approved by the school board last night during a special 
meeting. 


School board action followed a joint meeting with city officials 
and members of the South Haven Community Recreation and 
Education council. 


City councilmen indicated they would vote to renew the 
agreement at their next regular meeting on March 15. 


The new agreement is a three-year pact, expiring June 30, 1979. 
The joint endeavor was initiated in 1974. 


The proposed budget for fiscal 1976-77 totals $86.800 as com­ 
part'd to anticipated expenditures totaling $81,859 for the current 
year. 


The agreement calls for the city to contribute $40,000 which 
includes $10,000 to pay lifeguards during the summer on 
municipal beaches. The school system will contribute $25,000 and 
has agreed to assume any additional expenses that exceed 
revenue. Not included in the budget are several thousands of 
dollars of in-kind services provided by the school system such as 
use of school buildings. 


Officials noted they are continuing to seek financial support 
from other South Haven area governmental units whose citizens 
participate in the program. 


The program is open to residents of the South Haven school 
system which includes South Haven township and parts of Casco, 
Geneva and Covert townships.

Watervliet Township Delays 
Action On Landfill Issue 


W A TERVLIET - A request 
to designate property on Hen- 
nessy 
road 
in 
Watervliet 
township as a waste disposal 
district for a privately owned 
sanitary landfill was.tabled by 
the township board last night. 


George Slater of All-Waste 
Disposal. Inc., Benton Harbor, 
and his attorney. I)a\id Van- 
derPloeg, presented the landfill 
proposal to the board citing a 
critical need for a waste dis­ 
posal site in the area The 56- 
acre site is part of the late Ed­ 
ward Scheffler estate located on 
Hennessy road. 


VanderPloeg said if the site 
was designated as a licensed 
waste disposal district then en­ 
gineers could lie him! to design 
the 
landfill 
and 
draw 
up 
specifications to meet the state 
Natural Resources department 
rules for licensing. The DN'H 
has made soil tests at the site 
and okayed the soil for use in a 
landfill. 


Township residents could use 
the site and pay the same basic 
fee schedule to dump refuse in 
containers as they currently do 


at the township dump site. 
Other waste haulers could pay 
to use the site and no junk cars 
would be allowed, according to 
Slater. 


Slater explained the landfill 
would be licensed by the state, 
inspected 
regularly 
and 
screened from 1-94 and Hen­ 
nessy road by fence or foliage. 
He said he hoped to have the 
area ready for use in the fall 


Supervisor Lyle Woodworth 
said the area is not heavily 
populated and the property, 
zoned agricultural, has limited 
land use. 


During discussion the board 
agreed informally that it had no 
objections to the proposal but 
tabled any action until Wood- 
worth could discuss the issue 
with about five surrounding 
property owners. 


A 13 |>er cent increase in the 
township's payment for police 
service to Watervliet was an- 
nouneed to the board by trustee 
Larry Strouse. He said the 
increase came at the m i nest of 
the city officials who were faced 
with higher costs for operation 


of the police department. The 
township has been paying about 
$11.040 a year to the city for 
police services and the increase 
would boost the total to $12.500.

Strouse said last month the 
police made 83 calls in the 
township.
